Dodd, now serving his second 
Senate term, is that he used up- 
wards of $100,000 in campaign 
funds for personal expenditures.

gressional funds and keeping 
his wife on the payroll illegally.

The white haired sefiator took 


to the Senate floor last Friday 
to denounce the eharges against 
him made by columnists Drew 
Pearson and Jack Anderson a 
year ago.

Dodd said that In 1961-65 he 


received about $170,000 from 
testimonial affairs arranged by 
friends without his encourage- 
ment and had used $140,000 of 


this to pay off debts incurred in 
his political races, 


Dodd said the $30,000 balance 


#as far exceeded by the cost of 
holding office since he first was 
elected to the Senate in 1958. 


He described the Income from 


these testimonials as tax-free 
gifts which he could use as he 
saw fit. Me defended such af- 
fairs as a means of enabling 
office-holders "to liquidate po* 
litical debts and to cover the 
sometimes very high cost of 
office."

You should avoid bribing, 


cajoling or intimidating your 
child to get him to accept his 
treatment, painful as it may 
be. Above all don't make the 
rest of the family conform to 
the dietary or other restric- 
tions applied to the diabetic. 
Each child must be treated as 
a respected individual with 
understanding of his own par- 
ticular problems. 


One of the characteristics 


of juvenile diabetes is that 
two or three months after 
treatment has been started 
the child may appear to be 
cured. The symptoms disap- 
pear and the insulin dosage 
may have to be cut or com- 
pletely stopped. Pon't let this 
brief remission—for that is 
what it is—fool you. Diabetes 
can be controlled but not 
cured, so you must be alert for 
signs of its permanent return. 


There is another source of 


confusion in dealing with this 
disease. Vomiting and head- 
ache may be caused by acido- 
sis for which more insulin is 
required or by the opposite, 
an insulin reaction. Sugar 
must be given in either case 
but more insulin only for the

He can 
have an account, but no money 
in his pockets. He won't see 
cash again until he gets out of 
prison. 


The U.S. Penitentiary at Lew- 


isburg, Pa., planned destination 
for Hoffa today, is a maximum 
security unit with 1,400 inmates 
behind a high wall. 


After he gets to prison, Hoffa 


must put on its garb immediate- 
ly 
and 
send his belongings 


home. 


For 30 days he will be in the 


admission and orientation unit, 
which is separate from the gen- 
eral prison. Here, as is normal 
for all prisoners, Hoffa will un- 
dergo physical, psychiatric and 
aptitude tests. 


During this time a prisoner 


normally 
does 
maintenance 


work, in the kitchen, laundry or 
around the grounds. If he does a 
good job he gets meritorious 
pay, $10 to $15 a month. 


After the orientation period, 


Hoffa will move to his perma- 
nent cell. He may be by himself, 
with two or three others, or in a 
dormitory with 30 to 40 prison-

high school, can take courses 
leading to a diploma in his 
spare time at the penitentiary. 
He can watch television some 
evening hours and a movie on 
Saturday and Sunday.
